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Blenheim Palace is a magnificent building of 
comparatively modern date which stands on the 
site of the old palace erected by Henry I. and in 
the precincts of which Henry II. built a bovver 
for the "Fair Rosamond.” The palace derives 
its present name from the famous battle, it being 
presented by the nation to the victorious Duke 
of Marlborough. 
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
